Sir : — As you did me the honor of coosult- 
ins me respeciini; the re^ialutions of the 
LeKislative Aisembly of Vancouver island, 
pruying that llie Cnlonv miijlit bo uniled t" 
Briiish Uolumbia, I wdulJ now vuiiiuru Id 
express iu wriiii.g, 1 believe in iiecoi ilauce 
with your wi.sti, my viewn iiimii tliu subject. 

2. ' I think Unit ti c Assembly Una lailhfullj 
represeoted the desire of the in:ijuriiy of the 
popnlatiou. So great ia the an.flLty fur 
Uuioo eziHtine in Victoria, the political 
centre of the Ulaod, that the conditions are 
lefreotirely for you to determiDe. Niinaiin(\ 
the secood town, I beliuve faintly wishes for 
tho anjalgamiitioii of the two Colonii's, bin 
the people U)ero aro in-osperoin, coiiienteii, 
and the best leeliii;; e.\isl3 beiwceii lliein ;im] 
the people of ihe inaiiiluml. 

3. Tha question of the reliilioiH of£lhi' 
two Uolonies, is one of i^ieiu clillieuliy. 
They were, uiilil recently, uniied to ttie ex- 
tent of httvinjj a Governor in c.jiniiion. I!ni 
the dissutiafaclioQ in Briiish Uoluiiibui. at the 
state of things wbiob then existed, wan such 
that your predecessor eSeoled tho bepiuaiion 
now lound BO irritatlog to Victoria. 

4. Under the system which tho Diiko oi 
Newoasllo abulislied, tho (iiiverijiiH.nl ol 
Briiish Colunibii vviis ciirniil on Iroiri 
the capital of anolher Colony, 'l ii ^ (i jfer- 
Dor and principal |)nldic ollioeL~ drew full piiy 
from the maililund and lived on llio 1-1;iim1 
The people of Victoria prolited by the ix- 
peaditure of the proceeds of taxation levied 
on BDOtber oomisODity, and were at ibe same 
time, by the freedom of the port, relieved 
from the payraeot of the heavy import duiie-, 
wbiph fell on tboso vbo made of liritish Co 
lumbia their home. Whether it was wim-. 
ever to ninke two UdIoh'ics (li the liTrilorie- 
lying west of the Rocky Mouiiliiiii;), it is 
useless now to eii(|Uire ; but Coloiie^tH iiaviiii; 
been invited to .-elUo on tho ('oiilini.ril on llm 
fuilh ttiat they wero to lorin iui iudepeiideiit 
community, possessing their own (iovern- 
meat and Capital, the old system was touiid 
to he munilestly unjust, and ^'our preduues-

thom for any evid.'iicii to sii|ip(jrt tlu ir deiii.il. 
If a desire for Union laisari.-en in lliet'idony. 
how docs it allow iIsl!!!' 'flic gcnlleiniMi who 
■uocessrully appealed to tho people lor a 
nominatioa to tbe Legislative Council, 
pledged themselves to opposition to Union. 

The UoUDcil, 00 this EUbjeet emitely nnfel- 
tered by mo, vote unanimously n^'ainst it 
Tbo issue was fairly tried wlieiuivor thore 
was a clianeo of ^:iic('ej,= . I'l-iinnns wore 
printed in Victoria, reconiiiH'iidin^ union and 
tho abolition ol un|)(i|iuhir ta.x.iunii, mid cir- 
culated ia tho mining di^iticis, l)iu they re- 
mained UOHlgned. iiidignalion iikm tin;,'s 
wero called in Cariboo, but no ono wmild ni- 
tend.

G. 'I'liu ellorts (if the iiuircliaii ' s ol \'ieloria 
e ctealo such a dosiri! in the riiiiiiii;,' ilis- 
licts wero, however, vigorous and woll- 
timed; not very high principled, but iiliov/iiii! 
ftpoaiderablo political dcxieriiy, It was 
Uioogbt that UoioQ, as a Bopara'to queBiion. 
could slaod no obanoo ol obtaining a hnariiiL: 
in Cariboo, but It might meet with smiiu ai- 
tontinii on llio linslin^s, eminled wiib an ab- 
rogation of tliH e.xporl duly on gold, and a 
general reduotiou of la.xalion. Sy^innalK' 
Bgitotion might, possibly, btr up tho UrWu^ 
against the gold ta.v to a Hnllieionl streiigih 
to drug into light ila Bell-imposed associate, 
Uoioo. 

7. It woald have been well if Victoria bad 



BBrlier passed the resolutions In favor of un- 
conditional Uoioo. It waa not until tho 
I lloris to obstruct the Government of British 
Columbia by shaking tho confidence of ihe 
lieoiilo ia its justicH, had proved vain thot 
I Ilia wise course was adopted. Thougli, 1 
sliall presently show (hat tho larger Colony 
has progressrd greatly einco it nltaiiied a 
-t'parato existence, yet it did r.ol escape 
entirely uninjured Irom tho self«damagiiig 
attacks of llio Victoria politioiaus. 'I'hu 
prosperity of botb colonies depends princi- 
pally on the power of the gold mines of the 
mainland to attraot a considerable share of 
the lorgo floating population which, centered 
in winter in California, seelis in the public 
prints and in every rumor a guide to direct 
Its steps to the most profitable Held lor Rnm- 
iiiur labor. The Victoria papers iind their 
tJarihoo representative, during its short ex- 
istence, reiiresente 1 British Columbia to be 
overtaxed and unjuslly governed. Many 
[lersons. undoubtedly, in San Francisco took 
itio Iviglish reports on English mines aud 
nianagenieut as correcf, aud turned their 
stops towards other gold Oelds which Ameri- 
can speculators took oars not to depreciate. 
I'ho efforts of the Victoria speculators were 
thus partially successful. Tlio great objeclj 
111 intimidating iho (Jovorntnent and cxeitirii; 
di-allicliou failed, but a feeling outside tlie 
Colony was created against the then recjnt 
legislaiiiin. This success, once obtained, 
caused alarm in Victoria. Then camo the 
(lutery that tho miners were leaving the 
euiuitry , merchants from tbo Island waited 
on tha Governor on Iho subject, and rtdieii 
I he injury was done the Cariboo press was 
silenced. 

• 8. liven in England, persons connected 
with Victoria have bad a meeting where, in 
their eagerness for Union, they have re- 
ported the two colonies to bo langnishini: or 
retrograding in their present separation. 
Reports on the subject, delicient eitber in 
candor or inf irnialioii, liave been fiirnisli'd 
le the leading London journals, f regret tliiit 
ilie matter ol Union sliould not havo been 
allowed to rest, wlioro it was properly placed, 
111 yi iu bands. Who would ciniiiralo Irom 
Iv :;land to ooloniea reported by their own 
K I uted representatives to bave early in tbeIr 
career entered on thoir decline ? Who would 
suiiU iuvestinents in the finuls of a community 
alleged to bo daily diminishiiiL' in wealUi 1 

I). I am prepared to allow that \'ietoria is 
lint li iurisliing. I maintain that Urilisli Co- 
liiiiiliia is so. It may seem strange lliat 
thiur progre.5s is not parallel, and 1 can be- 
lieve that tho cause has escaped the knowl- 
edge of some of tho merchants of Victoria. 
The explanation is, however, simple. 

1 0. 1 he discoveries of gold on tbe Lower 
Frasor Aral attracted to British territory a 
large portion of Iho unattached population of 
Western America. 'I'ho immigrants came 
Irom California or Oregon by sea. Their de- 
teiirion at the first place of lumliiig created 
Victoria. 'Min bars on the I'^niser were 
gradually worked out, J^oiv they arc aban- 
doned to the labors of Chinamen. But year 
liy year ihe summer immigrants pushed fur- 
ther iiilo tho interior, still by the valley of 
tho gnat river. Finally Oatiboo was dis> 
cohered, and its prodigious wealth attracted 
large numbers ot miners, who wore fed and 
.-U|ipliid Irom Victoria, Driven from their 
work by Iho severe climalo in the wintei, 
the "Caribooiles" spent some time and much 
money in that town, and added to the prolits 
of the nierchunls who had monopolized thoir 
market during during tho working eeaaoo. 
riiere were no large settlements in British 
Columbia i it waa only a colony ia name. 
I here waa a gold mine at one end of a lino 
of road ; a seaport town (under a different 
government) at the opposite teriuinus. 

11. Here was the real cau.so of the ill- 
feeling between tho two Colonies. The set- 
tlers on the Praser paid gold miner's dutie- 
on all they consu med, wliilo the peojde of 
the Island prolited hy the success ol the 
diggers and paid no import duties. Every- 
thing was dooe to loster Victoria. vVhere 
public, officers served botb Colonies, tbe Island 
gave its own half pay; the lull salary was 
drawn Irom the heavily taxed British Co- 
lumbians, and thewliole, this one salary and 
a hall was spent on tho Islani'. lni[ierial 
iiilerests wire assiiuied to be involved in ihe 
wellare ol Victoria, and people allecled to 
believe that great destinies wero in store fur 
till' town they had early begun to name tho 
" Queen city of the PaciUo." Meanwhile 
every man on the tnainlaod knew that the 
town was kept alive by tbe British Colum- 
bian mines, Tbej petitioned (or sepuraiioo 
iind they got it. Now, at all events, the 
proceeds of their taxation was spent amoiit; 
them. Trade is begiuuing to establish ilsell 
on tho Frasur. On die other hand, Victoria, 
de.-crridiiig to coininnii sense, seeks, at llie 
-aenlieo of her l-'reu i'orl and Cun^li 1 lit i on a 
elo«o Union with the Colony whoso wealth is 
her support. 

12. Coriboo was the great oaatomrr for 
Viotoria ; hut Cariboo, with its prodigious 
e.eallli li is been found not to be "poor mall's 
di;;gings,'' not coiiipeleni, therefore, to sup- 
pojt a very largo po|)ulation. Tho mines are 
of limiled extent, llio gold lies deep, afld is 
e.xpeiisivo toe.xlraet. Tho number of spring 
iiiiinigrants began early to lall oil. and in 
I SI).") wag smaller than usual. There was no 
dearth ol lahorore. Cariboo warned ol fresh 
Ciimers, as every place was lull. So it seemed, 
for with a diminished population, tho yield 
of gold was in tbe proportion of 9 to 5 us 
compared with tbe preceding years. Wages 
were steady at 40.?. a day, and the necessaries 
of life far lower in price than they had ever 
been helere. Vicioria continued to do the 
principal business ol those mines ; but the 
piiliulal lull to li'ed v;us coniparilively .'.mall, 
and Victoria sullered. 

1,1. ,So 'lid British Columbia 'o a certain 
e.\teiit. lload-sitle houses on tho Cariboo 
line became batdirupt as tralfic decreased, by 
diminisliod immigration und accelerated iru- 
velliog. Tbe general coGdiiioo of tbe Uolooy 
was, however, prosperous. The customs' re- 
ooipls at Xew Wostininsler were, by tho 
lust account which has reached me, .flo.OOl) 
in excess of the corre-poiidiiig period ol 
l-i-l. 1 learn that tho British Columbian 
rai.iial ' ' is in i k i 11 g tireal progress; houses 
and wdiai ves, clearing and leliciiig going on 
everywhere." And the most lio]i(.liil sign ol 
all is beginning to show itself; a disposition 
on tho part of tbo miuers to purchase land in 
Now Westminster or its neigbhoarbood, and 
comincnoa tbe syatemotio colonizblion of tbe 
Lower Fraaer. These beoeQta in no way 
assist Victoria, nor can it approoiat') the iro^ 
(irovement in the generol condition of Cari- 
boo, which now induces many miners to 
winter there instead ol ."(luaiiileriug their 
iiioiiey ill Vancouver Island or .San J''rail- 
cisco. 

1 1. 'I'll the morehant ol Victoria the depres- 
Hion lie loll iu IStif) appeared to extend over 
Kriii-h Columbia ; but ho coulii only see tho 
valley of the Fraser, while a vaatur viow lay 
open before Ibe eyes of tbe Uoverninent ol 
Xew Wsstmlnater. Tbe usual wave ol im.. 
iiiii.:ration was seen to como to us in eipial, 
il not lanrer volume llian in former yi'urs 
.Many millers were, doubtless, )irnve:ile(l by 
llie \ ictiinan oiucry Irom coining direct to 
llie I'aiglish Colniii(!s, and the more united 
AniiTicaiiB seeineil the |irelereiieo for their 
iiui|i,Milil lields ( I lioiso or Cii'iir d'l lelene. 
lint di-appointed hopes soon drove thousands 
111 se.iieli of richer deposits. From thu sea 
to the Uoekv Mouiitoins, on botb sides of the 
boundary line, the country swarmed witb 
loiger prospuetois, wbo tusbed baokwarda and 
lorsuirds US reports circulated that tbe gold 
which ull knew to exist bad at last been 
lound. 

I.p. I,n!i; in 1,^1)1 iniporlaiit disenverira had 
liiMO made near llie llriii-li Knolenay Pass 
ol the Knid;y Alouniaiiis, in our le'rritory. It 
was lit.-t tliroie.di Aiiirricaii iiewsjiiipiu.! that 
1 liecouu! aware of a rich and pro.-perous 
iiiitiing cvisiiug within our limits, about 
din) nil lea due east of New ^^eBtminater. 
Although the Eooteoay mines' could, at flrat, 
be only approached by pauiog tbiougb 



United Slatei lerritoryi wo edoti extended 
Britidb inatUntiOpr^pver the new diggings, 
oRtablished OoUrts on Justice, and collected 
tiixoa. On the disruption of tho mining 
c imps of tho Boiso country, K,oolcnay re- 
ceived a considerable aceepsion of popula- 
tion, and in the season of iHO') tho now dig- 
gings wero paying to tlio t'oloiiial Treasury, 
in ta.Nes, upwaids of a thousand pouuds a 
wetik. Here was a tangible benefit to lirit 
ish Columbia, which brought no immediate 
advantDgos t(^ Victoria. On the contrary, 
tho now minW,' wbich were fed from across 
the frobtier, took away many pnrsous from 
Viutoiia's best oosiomer, Cariboo.

Tlie Foreign Complications. 

TEH TBBTIEi OF 1815. 
rFrom tlio I'aU Blall OazJtto, orsfaf 14Ui.] 

As tbo treaty of Vienna may once more be 
made the stalking horse of Boniipart ambi- 
tion, it may be interesting lo tha gener.il 
reader who is mora learned in present pol 
itios than in i)ast history, to bo reminded 
what that lamoijs treaty really wafl. In the 
first place, it was signed by a lamer number 
iif States than had ever before united in a 
setileuieut ol Jiiuopeau ollairs, ine udiiig 
Austria, France, Ecgland, Russia, Prussia 
SpaiQ,,I^(|rtugal and Sweden. Coming also 
imm'ediately after the widespread Bbutterint; 
of old laodmarka oonseqaeot upon Freucb 
conquests, the rearrungement ot territories 
amounted almost tj a reconstruction. This 
reconstruction was based almost exclusively 
on dynastic considurations, the real welfare 
of nations aud the tendLOcies of what are 
now called "nationalities" being ecareely 
thought ol. livery where wuro nations, or 
fragments of nations, placed under foreign 
sovereignties. 

Engluud's gain indeed, was fully ccpialled 
by her loss in the new plan. She kept 
Malta, which was essential to her position in 
the Mediterranean, and where her rule was 
not unwolconif;; lor the sake of Kiirona gen- 
erally she undertook the pioioelorale ol the 
Ionia Islands, now ^ot rid ol; and to satisly 
ruyiil prejudices, she ah-^o preserved the king- 
dom ot Hanover, now al^o got rid ol. 

In ilaly, Milan and Veiuee wore given to 
Austria, and .Sardinia was cOtiOrmed tu 
I'loduiuni; while the Uuehies of, Tuscany, 
Parma, Modcna aud Placcntia were rec(jg- 
nized as sbam independent soveroignnes 
governed by oollalerzl branches of the Aus- 
trian llapsburg. Austria stfll further obtain 
ed puEsession of the Tyrol, Illyria and Dul- 
matia. 

Prus.sia's gains were cnormnu';, and unlike 
many of the Ausirian, were ii!'i|'ii.-ilioiis ol 
real power. With hall ol Sazoriy. iii'ariy all 
\Vest[)lialia, Su-odi.sh l',)merania, I'lid alrnosi 
all the Lower Rhino provinces, she started 
alresli as a rival of Austria far more formid- 
able than bclore. 

In the north of Europe, Russia received 
Finland from Sweden; as a compensati n 
for which Sweden received Norway, which 
was taken from Denmark; and Denmark, 
who was not represeulud at the ei)n;^rc.-,h, |.;ol 
iiolhiijg in return.
